The results, 
states Mrs. Stanley, are simply mar- 
velous. 

It- kas been the cream. of elu 
cators for mény years, says Mr-. 
Stanley, to’ fie “a system” whereby’ 
they could get «vay from M™as3 
training and si stitute individual 
instruction fo. th: pupils of the 
public schools. In her opinion tais 
new system is the nearest approach 
{o the desired system that has ever 
been brought forward. 

Of all the pupils in the school 
who were examined to ascertain 
what their standing was as to grades 
only one stood 100 percent in all 
subjects of the fourth grade. The 
others varied from B2 to 6A. Under 
the mass instruction heretofore fol- 
lowed these pupils would be drag- 
ged along with their classes whether 
or not they knew all the subjects. 
Under the system of individual in- 
struction being tried out the pupil is 
placed in the grade nearest his 
standing. The pupil soon finds out 
the studies in which he or she is 
weak and concentrates on_ those. 
There are no class recitations, the 
child does the regular work in his 
or her grade and turns over the 
ecard and verifies the correctness of 
the solutions. If it is not correct, it | 
is up to the child to find out why. 
If he needs assistance it is at hand. 
When he or she have completed the 
work they pass on to the next sub- 
ject and complete the work as fast 
as possible in as thorough a manner 
as possible. When the child feels 
that he wants a test, he signs his 
name to ‘the paper and turns it in 
to the teacher. Thus the progress 
of the pupil is entirely up to the in- 
dividual and the results show that 
when the pupil is left to his own} 
inititiative he certainly digs in andj 
achieves results. 

While the trial has been in exis-| 
tence but 7 weeks the pupils have 
progressed as far as the old system | 
would take them in two and a half, 
and three years. This is certainly | 
a marvel. Mrs. Stanley asks how 
far they will be in year under this/| 
system.

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POWER FROM NIAGARA 


HE following from a Canadian paper is inter- 

esting to those who realize what modern engi- 

neering work is doing with the uatural forces 

of the world, and how the pewers of nature are 
harnessed to the mechanical ingenuity of man. 

Today beings the fruition. ef years of labor on the 

wreat project which doubles, the emergy of the Niagara 


. eataract for the generation, of Hydroelectric power. 


The first unit of 55,000 horsepower developed by 
the new waterway from Chippawa to Queenston will 
be harnessed for the service of man. Within three 
weeks another 55,000 horsepower will be added, For 
the whole block of 110,000 the market will be im- 
mediate, At present the Hydro-electric Commission is 
actually buying over 75,000 horsepower from plants 
on the United States side of the Niagara river for 
sale to Ontario customers. These United States con- 
tracts are subject to caneellation at the moment that 
Chippawa power can be utilized. The first achieve- 
ment of the new waterway, therefore, will be to re- 
lease Canadian industry from dependence on Hy¢dro- 
electricity produced outside of Canada. 

The people of Ontario now own power resourees on 
the Ontario side of the Niagara river, which will be 
equal, for some years at least, to all the demands of 
that portion of the Provinee that can be reached 
economically by power transmitted from Niagara. For 
50 years cities in New York State can elaim 50,000 
horsepower developed by the Ontario Power Company, 
under the agreement by which the company’s plant 
passed into public ownership, but this can easily be 
met out of the abundance that will be available. The 
Chippawa Canal will have a total capacity of 600,000 
horsepower or more when the installation is com- 
pleted. Its cost has exceeded pre-war estimates, as 
the cost of all construction has done, but its output 
will be so much cheaper than coal for every unit 
of energy it produces that all of it will be absorbed, 
at an immense saving in imported fuel. It will be 
a benefit and stimulus to the industrial life of the 
Province; it will carry comfort to thousands of homes 
still denied the boon of cheap electric illumination, 





and it will make possible the extension of power and 
light throughout a great part of rural Ontario.

FARMERS ARE AWAKENING 

HAT President Harding appreciates the condi- 
T tion of the farmers of the country was in- 

dicated in the opening address of the Wash- 

ington farmers’ conference. It is quite evident 
that the leading economists and politicians have come 
to an agreement that the farmer deserves to be finan- 
ced in his operations just as well as the producers in 
the different lines of industry. They need and deserve 
some sort of system of long term loans that will make 
it possible to carry their operations long enough to 
;.oduee one or two crops during periods when prices 
are uncertain. They should be encouraged, rather 
than hindered in the organization of co-operative 
marketing organizations that will make it possible for 
farmers in all parts of the country to market their 
products as the orange, lemon, walnut, prune and 
raisin growers of California do. 

The farmers of the country have been slower than 
any other group to become properly organized. They 
have been slower to develop trade publications dealing 
with the marketing side of their business. They have 
been satisfied with the farm publications that tell 
them how to raise their crops and eare for animal 
husbandry but they have had to learn how to sell 
their goods by hards knocks and experience. 

At the recent meeting of the Present Day Club there 
were speakers who berated the grocers for buying 
irom Japanese vegetable venders instead of from the 
farmers in this district. This situation can only be 
overcome by organization on the part of the growers 
in such a manver as to result in systematie planting 
of the right sort of crops and the standardization of 
the products after they have been grown so that the 
dealer can know just how, when and where he can 
count on the same coming to his store.—Riverside

HE old adage ‘‘A penny saved is a penny 


‘T gained’’ does not seem to be absolutely true 
at the present time. There are thousands of 
pennies being saved—that is not spent—since 
the new revenue law went into effect less than a 
month ago, but instead of the general public feeling 
that they are saving by the tax being taken off so 
many things, people seem to more bothered by the 
accumulation of pennies. Pennies appear to be literal- 
ly flooding the town, and nobody wants them, they 
don’t seem to be real money. A man came into the 
office the other day and very shamefacedly offered 
25 pennies in payment for a twenty-five cent adver- 
tisement.

It is not easy for a special interest to make a news- 
paper a helpful aid, even though it may be easy to buy 
the type and presses and pay the editor’s salary, The 
evidences of the control stick out as prominently as a 
steeple on a chureh, and the support of such an organ 
is more of a liability than an asset. Without general 
acknowledgement of honesty and sincerity on the part 
of the editor its influence cannot reach beyond the 
door of his office-——Hemet News.
